THE DRAINAGE SYSfEM OF 
HONGKONG. 
THE DIRECTOR OF PUBLIO WORKS WAXES

That compluinta have been received of 
the smell arising from some of the storm- 
wator drains I am fully aware, but it must 
bo borne in mind that so loag as decompos- 
ing matter is discharged ivto sewors or 
drains, smells are inovitablo, and in order 
to avoid’ them it is absolutely necessary that 
not.only tho public sowers but alse oachk 
ang every house-<drain must be so arranged 
as to pormit of their contents being dis- 
charged befora decomposition sete in, and 
further-oure should be taken not to store 
[sewage Up On private promises tilt it attains 
a state of decomposition and becomes go 
offensive that it can mo longer be endured 


and then discharge it down a drain. 
Everybody knows that any fluid that has 
4 strong odour, whather it ba cabbago water, 
otto of roses, or anything else, will carry 
with it that odour whurever it goes, and if 
foul amella are not to be emitted from 
sewer ventilators it is of primary import-

In 
the case of Li Hung-chang they are more 
confident in extenuation. of the outrage, 
To fact, though I have heard many eay ‘2 
em sorry—oh, so sorry !—because this 
attac’ on the Ohinese Ambagaador will bring 
discredit on Japan.’ 1 have not heard even 
one say ‘ET am sorry because Li is an old 
and feeble man, already to bo pitied,’ nor 
for any reason except the one of effect on 
Japan.

patriotic passion, sublime indifference to 
punishment or death.
